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‘Care and Management of Dairy Cattle—I.

States the provision of good houses 

for the dairy herd will pay in the 

increase in returns that will be 
secured from the animals. The sav- 
ing in the labor of caring for the ani- 
mals is another very important fac- 
tor. The satisfaction that is to be 
derived from the use of good build 
ings is not to be overlooked, and there 
can be no question but that it has 
some bearing upon the kind of help 
one is able to keep. 

Climatic conditions have much to do 
with the best type of house to use. 
In southern states where the weather 
is warm and seldom gets colder than 
freezing the housing problem is a 
very simple one; in the colder parts 
of the United States where it gets ex- 
tremely cold it is advisable to have a 
better constructed building which can 
be kept warm throughout the year. 

It would be impossible to say just 
what type of barn is best for each sec- 
tion and each herd in the United 
States, but there are certain distinct 
features that each barn should pos- 
sess that are common to all sections 
and under practically all conditions. 
Other features can best be provided 
for as they will fit into local condi- 
tions and the desires of the owner.

the older ones. If the floors and walls 
are kept dry and the moisture from 
the breathed air is allowed to escape 
without condensing in the building, 
the air is kept warm. Animals rarely 
suffer from the cold in a building in 
which the air is dry; on the other 
hand if the air is full of moisture they 
are unable to stand much cold with- 
out noticeably suffering from it. 

One of the most difficult problems 
in the barn for dairy cattle is that of 
ventilation. This is one feature that 
should never be overlooked and too 
much attention cannot be given to it. 
This has been one of the perplexing 
problems for many years, as it was al- 
most impossible to ventilate many of 
the cattle barns through the windows 
without a draught owing to the low 
celings and the variation in the 
direction of the winds. This has been 
overcome by the engineer who is now 
able to construct special air tubes 
and shafts which carry the air to 
and away from the building. A well 
ventilated building is not close and 
stuffy and in such a building the air 
that is breathed out by the animals 
passes out while fresh air is passing 
into the building. The ceiling should 
not be too low, as_ this hinders

provision of sunlight; it should be at 

least ten feet in height and higher would be preferable. 
In building the barn plenty of room should be provided 
for each animal that it is intended*should be housed or kept 
in it; it is poor policy to crowd animals in an effort to con- 
serve space. The doors should be so arranged that the 
cows will not have any high sills to step over upon which 
they may be injured. If concrete is used for the floor it 
should be roughed so that it will not be slippery and possi- 
bly cause an injury to some animal that may slip on it. 
The doors should be wide enough so that pregnant animals 
do not injure themselves by striking their sides on them. 
When constructing a building of this kind, one thing 
that should always be kept in mind is sanitation. In most 
sections it would seem that lumber is still the most de- 
sirable material with which to put up the ordinary farm 
building; concrete blocks are liked by some and make a 
very good building. Concrete seems to make the most 
satisfactory floor that can be used in the dairy barn. The 
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ease of cleaning should always be kept 
in mind for this is a part of the daily 
program. 

The location of the building is im- 
portant, first of all it should be lo- 
cated where it has good drainage; if 
it does not have good natural drainage 
then sub-surface drainage should be 
provided, for a building placed in a 
low wet place will be damp and cold 
most of. the time. If possible locate 
away from the winds that bring the 
storms and cold weather. It should be 
as near the feed supply as possible and 
also near the other farm buildings; 
it should be so arranged that the ordi- 
nary winds do not carry odors from it 
to the residence. Place the windows 
and doors as much as possible away 
from the storm winds. The sunlight 
should be taken into account in loca- 
ting this building as this is a very 
important factor in keeping the herd 


healthy and comfortable. Keep in 
mind the sanitary and _ hygienic 
measures that you know are _ s0 


essential for the health and comfort of 
your herd, and also the labor and 
time that you must devote to their 
care when you are planning and 
locating your dairy barn. 

Equipment for the Dairy Barn 

This will depend somewhat upon 
the individual, his location and the 
climate, the availability of labor and 
possibly some other factors that we 
have overlooked; the labor question 
especially where it must be provided 
from sources outside the family is a 
very difficult one and should always 
be taken into consideration. 

The interior of the barn should be 
so arranged that the operator can 
carry on each operation with as little 
inconvenicnce as possible. Things to 
be thought of in this connection are 
ringing of the bulls, castration of 
bull calves, cleaning of pens, water- 
ing and feeding, etc. Calf pens, 
calving pens, and the like should be 
easily cleaned and _ disinfected for 
they will need it often with a large 
herd of cattle. 

To facilitate the labor problem, 
water cups that are automatic can pe 
installed for each animal, they are 
very convenient and no doubt add 
enough inthe production of the 
animals to pay for themselves in a 
short while. To assist with the feeding 
a feed carrier which operates on an 
overhead track may be used. On the 
same type of track a litter carrier can 
be used for the cleaning out of the 
stalls. Feed troughs of galvanized 
iron are desirable on account of ease 
in keeping clean.

Yards for Dairy Animals 

This will depend upon the age, sex 
and number of animals. The yard 
space should be ample to allow the 
animals to take the necessary amount 
of exercise. In the summer season 
such lots should be large enough to 
provide pasture. Milk cows and young 
animals that are to be kept for breed- 
ing purposes are usually kept at 
pasture during the summer months. 
With young calves that are not old 
enough to eat grass they are often 
placed in small groups in small yards 
for exercise only; while those that 
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are older and are not being fed by 
hand are turned into larger lots where 
they can have pasture. 

During the summer months the 
yards should have shade and plenty 
of fresh water; during the winter 
they should have a warm dry shelter. 

The modern barn is usually sup- 
plied with a store room for the stor- 
age of grain feeds and also with a 
room for the storing of the utensils 
and apparatus used about the barn; 
in this type of barn the roughage is 
usually stored in the loft. There are 
some objections to this but it saves 
labor. If the barn is not equipped in 
this way the feeding of a large num- 
ber of cattle in bad weather becomes 
quite an arduous task. 

Care of the Herd Bull 

To insure prepotency and vigor in 
the bull that is to be used for breed- 
ing purposes, plenty of exercise should 
be provided at all times. Bulls that 
are kept in close quarters with little 
or no exercise, and fed ordinary ra- 
tions are often a disappointment. Ex- 
ercise can be provided in a number of 
ways; the bull is sometimes used in 
a tread mill, and in other cases they 
are used on a sweep. The best way 
is to have a yard that is large enough 
for them to take what exercise they 
need. It is the common practice with 
some small farm herds to permit the 
bull to run with the cattle throughout 
the year; this is not a good practice 
and should be discouraged. 

The herd bull should always have a 
shelter that is dry and warm; it should 
be- well ventilated and free from 
draughts, and so arranged that it can 
be easily cleaned. In arranging the 
building for the bull it should always 
be kept in mind that ease of handling 
and caring for the bull is a very im- 
portant factor. During the _ cold 
weather the bedding must be ample 
to aid in keeping the animal warm. 
The building should be so arranged 
that it will admit sunlight during the 
greater part of the day; this can usual- 
ly be taken care of by having it face 
to the south. Sunlight not only makes 
the animal more comfortable but acts 
as a disinfectant and asists in keep- 
ing the building warm and dry. 

If there are a number of young bulls 
which are for sale, it is often a good 
plan to divide them into a number of 
small groups according to size and 
age and place them in a small lot or 
yard; if the breeding operations are 
to be at all extensive there must be a 
number o7 these small fields or lots 
for the many groups of animals that 
make up the herd. This shows them 
off to advantage and saves much time 
and labor in sorting them out and 
keeping a check on them. It is not a 
good plan to place too many in one 
group due to the feeding difficulties. 
Small groups will do better than large 
ones; from 5 to 6 in one group is a 
better number than 10 or 12; but the 
latter number may be kept together 
if the number of animals is unusually 
large and the room to accommodate 
them searce. The young bulls should 
be separated from the heifers at not 
later than the sixth month, and in 
some cases it may be best to remove 
them at the end of the fourth month. 


Care of the Cow

This stall shoud be so arranged 
that it has plenty of sunlight and 
fresh air, without being subject to 
draughts. This is the best method to 
follow as it is possible to have this 
cleaned and disinfegted after each 
cow has dropped her calf. If con- 
tagious abortion or other diseases 
break out in the herd this makes a 
very good way to handle the cows 
that are calving. Even when the 
herd is free from all diseases this is 
the best plan to follow. 


In the modern cattle barn provis- 
ion is usually made for the young 
calves; this calf pen is a very good 
thing for the young calves especially 
during the winter months. Where 
there is plenty of room not more than 
one or two calves should be put in 
each pen, and they should be near 
the same age; where the room is not 
so plentiful it is possible to put three 
or four calves in the same pen. They 
should be kept together according to 
age. 

When the heifer calves have gotten 
to the age where they should be 
weaned they can be divided into small 
groups and placed in separate lots or 
yards according to size and age 
Young heifers that are bred may b 
kept in small groups until almost 
calving time; they should then be 
handled just the same as the older 
cows.

To Be Remembered.

tribution to the Holstein industry, the late A. A. 

Cortelyou of Somerville, N. J., blazed a trail that 

now has many side roads. It has been just thirty- 
two years since the pure bred Black and White cow 
was first given a home at his farm. The deed of this farm 
dates back to 1771 and was owned by the family of the 
late Mrs. A. A. Cortelyou. Mr. Cortelyou, orn at Franklin 
Park, N. J., in 1849, bought the farm of 250 acres at the 
time of his marriage fifty-two years ago. In 1889 he pur- 
chased his first purebreds. The first matron was Shade- 
land Pet, purchased in Pensylvania. At the same time 
Belle of Opperdoes 4th was purchased from James Neilson 
of New Brunswick, N. J. In 1891 Hillsbore Maid came into 
Mr. Cortelyou’s possession. Tle following year five cows 
were brought in from the herd of Gerrit Miller at Peter- 
boro, N. Y. Among them were Dowager Empress 5th, 
Emporia 3rd, Annette 4th and Empress of Ondine. 

The first 7-day record made at Bloomingdale was made 
by Zuka Hartog Pietertje Kate along about 1893. She 
made a 20-lb. record. The first herd sire used by Mr. 
Cortelyou was Clothilde 3rd’s Sir Netherland purchased of 
Smiths and Powell in New York. Following him came 
Executor’s Clothilde also from the Smiths and Powell herd. 
In 1895 Soldene 2d’s Netherland was purchased from Wm. 
Rood of Binghamton, N. Y. This bull was a real show 
animal and was only beaten once and then by his son at 
Syracuse. Soldene 2d’s Netherland was twice Grand 
Champion Bull at the Madison Square Garden Cattle 
Show. Mr. Cortelyou’s herd won, during two vears at the 
Garden Show, thirty-two ribbons and most of them were 
Blue. The herd was being shown about this time at all 
the eastern fairs and cattle shows. 

In 1903 Allie Nig was purchased from the Jones’ herd 
in Wisconsin. She made a record of twenty-five pounds 
of butter in a week. She was the dam of Woodcrest Nig 
De Kol, one of the great sires of the breed. 

In 1905 Mr. Cortelyou was elected to the presidency of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of America and served 
during 1906 as well.

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Safeguarding Cattle Exhibits. 


T APPEARS that interest in safe-guarding the health of 
cattle exhibits at fairs is receiving more consideration 
from the Fair Managements as well as breeders. A 
long road lies ahead of us, however, before we can feel 

that the question is getting action to the extent that it de- 
serves. In our issue of February 5 it will be recalled the 
World made some plain stajements of fact in regard to 
the present situation. On the theory that a good individual, 
sound in health, but without the prestige of show ring 
honors, is far more valuable than the same animal would 
be if loaded down with blue ribbons but which could not 
be given a bill of health, we recommended that the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association withdraw financial support from 
all fairs failing to take proper precautions to safeguard the 
health of the animals exhibited. The premises upon whith 
this argument is based do not admit of much difference in 
opinion and the conclusion as to the course the Holstein- 
Friesian Association should pursue seems equally clear. 

The wide interest which this discussion has attracted is 
the best sort of testimony to the advancement that is being 
made not only on the subject of tuberculosis eradication, 
but also in the value of our shows as mediums of breed ex- 
tension. Our original remarks were reprinted completely 
in livestock papers from as far West as California and the 
same subject has since been treated by a number of 
prominent periodicals of national circulation. In the issue 
of March 18, Hoard’s Dairyman devoted considerable space 
editorially to the same subject, going so far as to recom- 
mend that cattle be admitted to public exhibitions only 
from herds that are tuberculosis-free. This is, a proper 
mark to aim for but even though we cannot attain it this 
year or next, the breeders themselves should insist that 
Fair Managements exercise every reasonable precaution to 
keep diseased animals off their grounds. 

After publication of the original editorial in February 
Wwe sent copies of it to the Secretaries of all the fairs on 
the list of the Holstein-Friesian Association to receive a 
Sliare of the prize money and we asked each of these secre- 
taries to give us their opinion of the suggestions offered 
and to send us a copy of the Sanitary Regulations at 
present in force. Up until April 1 we had received replies 
from thirty-three out of the eight-nine fairs addressed. Of 
these, twenty or about sixty per cent reported requirements 
already in force making the tuberculin test compulsory be- 
fore animals were admitted to their grounds. In some cases 
notably Iowa and Washington there are state laws upon 
the subject which apply not only to the State Fairs but to 
the loca! county fairs as well. It will be seen, therefore, 
that there is considerable room for improvement along this 
line, even though a commendable start has been made. A 
large proportion of the Fair Secretaries in writing ex- 
pressed their interest in the subject and as several re- 
quested something more definite in the way of regulations 
we are pleased to present the regulations in force at the 
Missouri State Fair. ;

One of the local Fair Secretary’s in Southwestern New 
York calls attention to the difficulty in making a show at 
ithe present time of cattle that have been tuberculin tested 
The Fair Managers of Western New York held a meeting 
late in March and voted against attempting to enforce a 
tuberculin test regulation at this time. We do not consider 
that the position is well taken. Our Agricultural Fairs are 
supposed to be an important educational force. They are 
supposed to lead in forward-looking projects, not follow. 
The fact that the tuberculin test was required by the local 
fair association would help along the work of lining up the 
individual breeders on the side of clean and healthy herds 
that would ultimately work to the great benefit of the fair 
associations. 

As we go farther in the subject, therefore, we are 
strengthened in our conviction that it is the duty of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association to withhold its financial sup 
port from fairs which are not willing to meet the situation 
squarely. The way would thus be clear to give greater 
support to the fairs that appreciated the fundamental 
seriousness of the situation and the strongest possible 
incentive would be offered to the others to get on the pro- 
gressive list. Members of the prize committee have written 
the World that they are fully in accord with the position 
taken in our editorial of February 5 and we can, therefore, 
hope for action that will be applicable during the coming 
fair season. In this issue we present letters from Mr. W 
B. Barney and Mr. Fred Pabst who with Dr. Davis and 
President Aitken compose the Committee on Special Prizes 
Further discussion on the subject is invited. 


Mr. Barney’s Opinion 
I am writing to say that I am fully in accord with the 
World editorial under date of Feb. 5th. I really feel that 
so far as the fairs are concerned, this matter is compara 
tively a new problem to them. It is only within the last 
few years that it has been brought seriously to their at- 
tention. 


I agree with you that if our fairs are to be patronized 
by the breeders who have tested or accredited herds, the 
fair management must use every possible safe-guard 10 
eliminate contamination so far as tuberculosis is concerne®. 
I know of one fine herd from Iowa that was on the ac 
credited list. The proprietor wanted to do a little ad: 
vertising. Seventeen animals of this herd were selecte 
and made a good share of the fair curcuit. They won thelr 
full share of premiums. About sixty or ninety days after 
their return, the owners subjected them to a test ¥ th 
result that twelve out of seventeen reacted? Is this not 
rather expensive advertisement for the owner? 


As a member of the prize committee, I am in favor 0! 
the Association with-holding prizes at all state fairs 
do not show a disposition to use all possible means to , 
exhibitors every assurance of safety from this trouble.

Rule 10 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the State Veterinarian 
supervise the disinfection of all buildings, stalls and pens 
ate State Fair grounds and Inter-State Fairs just prior 
ibe opening of such fair and to supervise the disinfecting 
iaily of hog pens and such other enclosures as he may 
ry.

All cattle presented for exhibition or other purposes at 
the Iowa State Fair, or any fairs or exhibitions held within 
the State of Iowa shall be either from a Tuberculosis-Free 
Aceredited herd or they shall have passed a satisfactory 
tuberculin test and found to be free from tuberculosis not 
more than 90 days prior to the opening date of exhibition at 
such fairs. 

Mr. Pabst’s Opinion 

The subject matter referred to in your editorial of Feb- 
ruary 5th is about as important for careful consideration 
as anything confronting the Holstein situation. By far the 
majority of breeders have come to realize the importance 
of tuberculin testing and the testing in most instances is 
done by accredited veterinarians, therefore, has the stamp 
of reliability; but the few unscrupulous men who some- 
times succeed in bribing veterinarians are a curse to the 
business and jeopardize the health of the animals belonging 
to their fellow breeders, whenever their cattle intermingle, 
as is necessary at shows. 

There is only one way to create confidence and to avoid 
the further spread of disease, and that is by formulating 
rules 80 stringent as to make it impossible for‘ unhealthy 
animals to appear at the shows. 

Owing to the fact that a few of the veterinarians have a 
rather cloudy reputation and it is impossible for the Fair 
management to segregate the dishonest from the honest 
ones, it would be quite necessary to demand Federal super- 
vision of all stock exhibited. That, of course, would be an 
‘injustice to the honest veterinarian, but as a matter of self- 
protection, I personally see no other way out of it. 

If these herds are ever cleaned, it would bring into the 
shows, breeders with high-class stock, who now refrain 
from showing, due to the risk involved. 

The subject is one worthy of deep thought, and possibly 
some of your subscribers have a simpler remedy to sug- 
gest. It is deserving of serious discussion.

The Cover. 


HE cover illustration this week is an animal whose 
I name and picture are familiar to every reader of the 
World. Although ranking with the younger proven 
sires of the present day, Matador Segis Walker is 
making a great place in the history of the breed. Dur- 
ing the past six months he has come into special promi- 
nence through the work of his daughters in long time test 
and of his get of both sexes in the show ring. At the 
Pacific International Exposition last November his sons 
and daughters won about half of the first prizes offered 
including one Junior Championship, two Senior Champion- 
ships and both Grand Championships. “His “get of sire,” 
composed of three daughters and a son, was one of the 
most sensationai that has ever been brought together in a 
show ring, according to judges of national reputation and 
experience who were in attendance. In fact they deserved 
to rank with the two or three greatest groups that the 
breed has ever brought out, according to no less an au- 
thority than Judge W. S. Moscrip. The Grand Champion 
female had completed just before coming to the fair, a 
World’s record for a yearling heifer im the 305-day divi- 
sion. Within a few weeks after the Exposition another 
daughter. who the preceding year had been a prize winner 
at the Pacific International, completed a World’s record 
in the 365-day division for yearling heifers with a record 
of 20,885.7 lbs. milk, her butter record establishing a new 
high mark for the United States at 842.40 Ibs. His third 
record breaking daughter raised the junior two-year-old 
record for milk production by over 1700 Ibs., her produc- 
tion of 26,080 lbs. milk being not only World’s record for 
the Junior two-year-old class but the highest ever made by 
any heifer under three years of age. The three records 
completed within two months of each other, two of them 
made by yearlings and one by a junior two-year-old, one of 
them extending for a period of only 305 days averaged 21,- 
328.9 lbs. milk and 841.55 Ibs. butter. As two two-year-old 
daughters of Matador had previously completed records 
averaging nearly 21,000 lbs. milk we find the five daughters, 
all as first calf two-year-olds and yearlings, averaging 21,- 
125 lbs. milk and 812.4 lbs. butter and his daughters have 
barely started their long-time work. Another two-year-old 
has completed a record above 800 lbs. butter and 18,000 
ibs. milk giving him an average for his two-year-old daugh- 
ters of 812.69 lbs. buiter and 20,651 Ibs. milk. His first full 
aged daughter to finish her year, although starting out with 
only a 23-lb. record finished with 1165.5 lbs. butter and 27,- 
489 lbs. milk. There are approximately 150 daughters of 
Matador Segis Walker at Carnation Stock Farms where he 
is owned and about the same number of cows now in calf 
to his service. Matador Segis Walker is a son of King 
Segis 10th and is thus a brother to Segis Pietertje Prospect 
the 37,000-lb. milk-making marvel. His dam has a record 
as a four-year-old of 33.54 Ibs. and is by Artis De Kol 
Walker, a grandson of the foundation cow Prilly. The 
National reputation of Matador Segis Walker was con- 
vincingly demonstrated at the recent Brentwood Sale where 
one of his yearling daughters sold at $5500, the top price 
for females, while all of his daughters offered provided 
most spirited bidding. They exemplify to a high degree a 
combination of extreme production and prize winning con- 
formation that is hard to beat.

February. 


The February report of the official 
testing in the State of Washingtotn 
shown that during the month 221 Hol- 
steins in 23 herds were tested while 
in the entire state 413 cows were 
tested in 64 different herds. The two 
greatest records reported during the 
month are those on the yearling Nook- 
sack Jewel Fayne owned by H. J. 
Evans and Mutual Clothilde Segis 
Walker, owned by Carnation Farms. 
\s already reported in the World, the 
Evans cow made world’s records as a 
yearling for both milk and butter and 
the Carnation cow made a 305-day 
records that gives her the honors for 
combined miik and butter in that div- 
ision. 

The best 7-day records reported dur- 
ing the month were made at Carnation 
Farms. The senior 2-year-old, Maiden 
Colantha, made 475.4 lbs. milk, 18,578 
lbs. fat, or 139.6% above requirements.

The February re 
port of the U. S. Bureau of Animal In 
dustry shows that 11,430 head of Cat le 
located in 628 herds were tuberculi, 
tested during the month. New Yor 
veterinarians tested 8,308 head in 402 
herds and Minnesota tested 7,491 head 
in 280 herds. A surprise was sprung 
by North Dakota which comes fourth 
in fhe list of cattle tested 6923 head 
being tested in 343 herds. North Da. 
kota is fifth in the number @ herds 
tested, as Indiana, which is fifth in 
the number of cattle, stands fourth in 
herd order, 6245 head being subjected 
to the tuberculin test in 572 herds. 
In all the states, 126,166 head were 
tested in 6996 herds.

SUCCESS CROWNS CLUB WORK 
HE benefits of Junior Projects—calf and heifer clubs, 
I is strikingly shown in the story of Mike and Bob 
Stewart, of Maynard, Iowa, told by Chesley Jenness 
in the March 19th issue. Further details sent in by 
J. P. Eves, the dairy expert of the Iowa State Dairy Asso- 
ciation appear in this issue. 

The Stewart boys, sons of the Iowa Holstein breeder, 
Paul Stewart, became interested in calf club work and each 
took a heifer to care for as his own, feeding and caring for 
her as if she was the only animal in the barn. The heifers 
grew and thrived until in due time they freshened. Each 
boy claimed his heifer was the best. A superviser was 
available. The boys, aged 10 and 13 respectively, each 
milked his own heifer four times a day, doing all the feed- 
ing and tending required for an animal making a record 
under official supervision. The younger boy, whose heifer 
was the better feeder, made 21 lbs. butter in seven days as 
a senior two year old and the older boy 17.2 lbs. on his 
junior two year old, both creditable records that even ex- 
pert feeders would not be ashamed of. 

The results are likely to be far reaching. The boys are 
the heroes of their community and they will gain an in- 
spiration and love for their bovine pets that is likely to 
stick to them throughout life. They have seen the financial 
recompense that comes to the expert cattle feeder and 
caretaker, they know already that steady work and skillful 
care earn rewards and, with registered Black and Whites, 
get them. A prospect that will lure each of these boys from 
the farm must be glittering indeed. 

Their father has not been heard from but it is safe to 
say that he thinks he has the two smartest boys in the 
state, or for that matter, in the world. In the years to 
come, if he should be prevented from carrying on his busi- 
ness, he has the assurance that his sons are skilled in his 
and their business and that the herd he has built up will 
not be dispersed and his reputation and good will thrown 
away.

HEALTH REQUIREMENTS AT 
THE DAIRY CATTLE CON- 
GRESS 


The 1921 Dairy Cattle Congress, 
which will be held in its permanent 
home at Waterloo, Iowa, September 
26th to October 2nd, has adopted 
stringent regulations in regard to the 
health requirements of the cattle ex- 
hibits. . 

All cattle brought on to the show 
grounds for exhibition or other pur- 
poses shall either be from a Tuber- 
culosis Free Accredited Herd or tney 
shall have passed a_ satisfactory 
tubercuin test and found to be free 
from tuberculosis not more than 90 
days prior to the opening date, 
September 26th. Only tests made by 
veterinarians approved by both the 
Federal Bureau of animal industry and 
the state veterinary departments will 
be accepted. 

Before the cattle are placed in the 
barns, each exhibitor will be required 
to present to the cattle superintendent 
a health certificate and _ tuberculin 
temperature chart showing the results 
of the last test. 

As a further precaution, all e#x- 
hibition cattle coming from Federally 
Accredited herds will be assigned to a 
certain portion of the barn. The 





construction and arrangement of the 
cattle pavilions is such that this can 
easily be done and still have all the 
cattle of one breed in the same 
division, thus in no way detracting 
from the appearance of the show. 

The barns will all be thoroughly 
disinfected previous to the opening of 
the show which practice has been 
followed for the past five years.

44 ENCEFORTH Dane _ Coun- 
ty will take place among the 
leading Holstein areas of the 

state,” so declared a number 

of the leading breeders of the county 
as they met in the auditorium of the 
College of Agriculture on March 4 and 
organized the Dane County Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Association. Other. 
counties in the state have already 
organized and their success has 
awakened the breeders of Dane county. 
There are sixty county organizations 
in the state and in this respect Wis- 


consin leads all other states. The 
Wisconsin breeders are intent on 
making Wisconsin the greatest Hol- 


stein-Friesian market and _ breeding 


place in the world. 

Dane County has 2,593 pure bred and 
registered Holsteins according to the 
census, ranking 8th in the list of Hol- 
stein counties of the Badger state. In 
this county the old red cow is a thing 
of the past, her picture is fading from 
the landscape and in her place is the 
black and white pure  breds_'= and 
grades. It is estimated that 46 per 
cent of the Madison milk supply comes 
from dairies where the Holstein cow 
predominates. 

The community plan of organization 
was adopted by those in session as 
best meeting the wants of the county, 
after a thorough explanation by its 
advocates, Messrs. E. L. Luther and K. 
L. Hatch of our college of agriculture. 
Local clubs were formed at Oregon, 
Brooklyn, Stoughton, De Forest, Sun 
Prairie, Madison and Marshall. The 
Mt. Horeb Holstein Club was organ- 
ized some five years ago and numbers 
108 members at present. Since its 
inception it has been very active and 
is responsible for the standing of the 
Mt. Horeb community in state Hol- 
stein affairs. A drive in this section 
of the county will convince the most 
skeptical of the possibilities awaiting 
other local clubs. The Mt. Horeb 
breeders came into the County Federa- 
tion with full membership and bius 
fair to lead all of the local clubs in 
county activities. Sach of the local 
clubs represented elected a president 
and secretary-treasurer and § these 
elected officers make up the board of 
directors of the county organization. 
This board elects from within its 
membership, the county association 
officials and an executive committee. 
It also recommends the various work 
to be pursued by all clubs in the 
county during the year. Trough this 
plan each breeder in the county gets 
representation in the county affairs. 
It brings him in the closest possible 


touch with the members of , other 
local clubs and establishes the com- 
petition so necessary in these days of 
business association.

L. L. Oldham, secretary of the State 
Association and the University of Wis- 
consin were elected to honorary 
membership. J. E. Stolen of Mt. 
Horeb, M. F. Peck of Marshall and M. 
M. Vea of Stoughton comprise the ex- 
ecutive committee for the ensuing 
year. It will be noted that the officers 
chosen to head the local clubs and 
the Federation of them into the Coun- 
ty Association are well known, highly 
respected, practical fellows. They can 
be relied upon to carry through to 
successful conclusion such activities 
as will come to their attention. 

Local clubs will be organized by 
breeders in other parts of the county 
in time to have-.representation at the 
next board meeting. Dane county 
has 34 townships in which are located 
many Holstein herds of more than 
usual merit. Farmers realize that 
the sale of surplus animals is a side 
line to the dairy business that is 
worthy of closer attention. Of the 2.-

Cow Testing in the Western Division 


The March monthly news letter of 
the western office of ths U. S. Dairy 
Division reports the results of the var- 
ious cow testing associations of five 
states—California, Washingtotn, Col- 
orado, Oregon and Idaho. 


The leading association for fat pro- 
duction is that of Santa Ana, Cal., 518 
cows tested averaged 35.5 lbs. butter- 
fat; 104 cows make over 45 Ibs. in 
the month. The Los Angeles Associa- 
tion, which is the greatest in the coun- 
try, has 2936 cows tested, which aver- 
age 832 Ibs. milk, 34.4 lbs. fat; 731 
cows make over 40 Ibs. fat in the 
month. The Johnston, Colo., Associa- 
tion is third witth 274 cows tested, av- 
eraging 820 lbs. milk, 32.1 lbs. fat; 63 
cows make over 40 lbs. The Riverside, 
Cal., Association is fourth, Arkansas 
Valley, Col., fifth. The average of the 
eleven California associations is 30.5 
lbs. fat and no less than 1395 cows of 
the 10,215 tested exceeded 40 lbs. fat 
in the month. 


Washington has 1379 cows tested 
in four associations. The average is 
26.8 lbs. fat. Colorado sends in the re- 
port of only three associations, but the 
average is 29.5 lbs. fat for 915 cows. 
It is somewhat of a surprise to find 
Oregon with the lowest average, 22.6 
Ibs. for 1803 cows, being beaten by 
Idaho with 1101 cows averaging 23 
Ibs. fat. 


In the herds of 15 cows or more, the 
leader is the grade Holstein ‘herd of 
Earl Graham of Compton, Cal. His 34 
cows in the Los Angeles Association 
average 50.5 lbs. fat. The American 
Beet Sugar Co. of Lamar, Colo., are 
next in this division with a registered 
Holstein herd of 17 head averaging 
1482 lbs. milk, 47.2 lbs. fat. 23 cows 
owned by Lockhart & Son of Mount 
Vernon, Washington, came third with 
an average of 1283 Ibs. milk, 46.6 Ibs. 
fat, so that California, Colorado and 
Washington stand respectively, first 
second and third in this division. Nine 
of the best 15 herds are of Holstein 
blood. 


The herds of 15 cows or less are 
headed by 11 cows of mixed breed 
owned by W. Hovekorst of Meloland, 
Cal. They are in the Imperial Assoc- 
iation and average 1078 Ibs. milk, 53.1 
Ibs. fat. The leading Holstein herd 
is that of Crowley & Letford, of Milli- 
ken, Colo. The 9 cows in the Johnston 
Association average 1202 lbs. milk, 
41.3 lbs. fat. Seven of the 21 herds 
are of Holstein breeding and four are 
reported as of mixed blood. Cali- 
fornia herds stand first and third, 
Oregon second and fourth, Idaho fifth 
and Colorado sixth. 


The greatest fat producer for the 
month is a grade Jersey, but she is 
closely followed by the Holstein, Prin- 
cess, owned by Earl Graham, with a 
total of 2800 lbs. milk, 106.4 ibs. fat. 
The Graham cow has the largest milk 
production of any cow reported. Four 





cows made between 90 and 100 lbs. fat 
in the month and all four are regis- 
tered Holsteins. Segis De Kol Bess, 
owned by N. L. Browning of Hemett, 
Cal., is third with 2316 lbs. milk, 
96.2 lbs. fat. Ruth Battles, owned by 
Whowelle & Polley, Johnstown, Colo., 
is fourth with 2116 lbs. milk, 94.9 lbs. 
fat. Fleta, owned by E. J. Lindquist 
of Denver, Colo., is fifth with 2470 lbs. 
milk, 93.6 lbs. fat, and a cow owned by 
F. W. Keisel of Natoma, Cal., is next 
with 2344 lbs. milk, 91.4 lbs. fat. Of 
the leading cows in the 29 associations 
15 are Holsteins, 9 of which are regis- 
tered. 

California is an easy leader in the 
five first cows of each association. 
Los Angeles has five Holsteins that av- 
erage 98.3 lbs.; Santa Ana five with an 
average of 88.8 lbs. and Sacramento 
five that average 82.7 Ibs. The 
Colorado high five are in the Douglas 
Association with an average of 79.7 
ibs., the Washington best five are in 
the Skagit Association with 69.9 lIbs.; 
Oregon’s greatest five are in the Co- 
fumbia Association and average 68.2 
Ibs. and the best five of Idaho are in 
the Weiser Payette Association and av- 
erage 56.71 Ibs.

THIRD CANADIAN SALE AVERAGES $447 

The Third Annual Canadian National was held at the Exhibition Park. 
Toronto, April 5 and 6. The cattle offered were of unusually high individuality. 
Many of the animals were of real show type and several had won honors in 
leading Canadian expositions. They were offered in very fair flesh, for the 
main part; only a few were what could be termed fat, and not more than half 
a dozen were thin. Most of them were in a condition that would warrant their 
going into a breeder’s herd as producers. The animals over six months old 
were of course tuberculin tested, with a 60-day re-testing privilege. The ex- 
change condition between Canada and the United States should have warranted 
a large attendance of American breeders, yet the only American bidders were 
Mr. Yates of Orchard Park, N. Y., and Adolph Lehner, of Oconto Falls, Wis- 
consin. Several animals went to each party. The largest individual buyer was 
P. J. Salley of Lachine Rapids, Quebec, and he was the only Canadian buyer 
not from Ontario. Mr. Salley took twenty head, and without him the sale 
would have fared quite slim. The attendance was said to be the lightest of any 
of the three Canadian Nationals, and the quality of the cattle the highest. 

One hundred and ten animals brought $49,175, an average of a trifle over 
$447. The top price was $3,000 for Queen Champion Echo, a heifer that lacked 
15 days of being a year old. She was sired by Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, 
and her dam, Queen Boss DeKol, had a record of 35.5 lbs. butter made in 7 
days at 4 years 6 months old. She was consigned by Carman Baker of Brigh- 
ton, Ontario, and purchased by A. C. Hardy of. Brockville. 

Six other animals brought four figures. A 5-year-old cow, Rosa Lee Sylvia, 
consigned by W. F. Fritz, was struck off to E. E. Muirhead of Newmarket, for 
$2,100. She had a 25-lb. record made as a 3-year-old; was from a, 31.39-lb.-cow 
and being sired by Inka Sylvia Beets Posch, was a half-sister to May Echo 
Sylvia. Woodland Banostine Colantha, a big, nice cow, with a 35-lb. record 
made as a 4-year-old, went to A. E. Hulet for $1,825. She is from a 21-lb. grand- 
daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad, and was sired by Maplecrest De Kol Cham- 
pion, a full brother to the former world’s champion year record cow, Banostine 
Belle De Kol. The first ten daughters of this Canadian sire, nearly all heifers, 
average over 26 Ibs. in their 7-day work. 

The 36-lb. 5-year-old Dora Fayne Posch, with a record of 530 Ibs. butter, 
8539 Ibs. milk in 112 days on R. O. P. test in her present lactation period, 
started at $1,000. She was struck off for $1400 to R. M. Holtby of Port Perry. 
This cow has five living calves, and was only five years old last November 
20th. In our opinion, Mr. Holtby got a bargain. She was guaranteed abso- 
lutely right in every way, or no sale. Wallace Wright of Brockville purchased 
the 2-year-old Lulue Alcartra Veeman for 1450.: She was a real nice one, con- 
signed by Ed. B. Purtell, and was a daughter of King Sadie Vale Veeman, and 
bred to Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac. She was due to freshen toward the 
end of the month. 

Eco-Sylv Cornelia, only two years old, went to E. E. Muirhead for $1,000. 
She is a daughter of Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac from a 17-lb. 2-year-old 
daughter of a 30-lb. cow, and was consigned by Hardy. Rose Echo Sylvia, 
another daughter of Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, was consigned by Carman 
Baker. She was a real nice one and well grown. Her dam made 26.47 butter 
at exactly 24 months, and is a daughter of King Segis Alcartra Spofford. E. E. 
Muirhead got her for $1,100. 

A very showy 4-year-old, Belle Abbekerk 2d, was consigned by J. B. Hanmer. 
She had just closed a record of 27.62 lbs. butter, 566 Ibs. milk in 7 days, and 
went to Haley & Lee for $1,000. 

The sale was opened at 11 o’clock by L. E. Franklin, secretary of the 
Canadian National Holstein Club, who was in charge of the sale. He spoke 
very briefly, and was followed by Chas. Bigler, president of the New York Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, who spoke on insurance. S T Wood told of the 
Brentwood sale, and indicated that there was a shortage of dairy cattle in both 
the United States and Canada. His remarks were brief, and Kelley went to 
work at once. The auctioneers were B. V. Kelley and R. E. Haeger, with Mr. 
Franklin as ring man, and Wood in the box. The animals bringing $200 or 
more are as follows:

The March reports of the 
Island Illinois Cow Teter toe 
tion, of which James C. McCormick is 
tester, tells that of the 21 herds ep. 
rolled in the association during 
March, 15 were headed by purebred 
bulls, 5 by grades, while one had no 
bull. 19 of the herds fed home 
grown feeds. 16 of the members have 
silos. Two herds in this association 
are under federal supervision ang 
several other members wish their 
herds’ tuberculin tested. While no 
official testing has yet been done, 
some members will place cows on test 
next winter. Three new members 
were added to the association to. 
ward the end of the month, so there 
are now 24 herds enrolled. The three 
joined too late, however, to be in- 
cluded in the March report. 

286 cows were in milk and 72 dry 
in the month. 42 cows produced be 
tween 30 and 40 Ibs. fat, 11 from 40 to 
45 lbs., nine from 45 to 50 Ibs. and 
four over 50 lbs. The five highest pro- 
ducing herds’ included two pure 
bred Holstein establishments and 
two part purebred and part grade 
Holsteins. The leading herd was 
owned by W. H.. Newton, Jr, 
the eight cows, purebred and grade 
Holsteins, averaging 1041.9 Ibs. milk, 
39.1 Ibs. fat. The Midvale farm herd 
of 17 purebred and grade Guernseys 
averaged 757.6 lbs. milk, 35.39 Ibs. fat. 
Cleaveland & Holmes had 18 of their 
26 purebred Holsteins in milk, and 
they averaged 815.9 Ibs. milk, 30.55 lbs 
fat, but are closely followed by another 
purebred Holstein herd—that of the 
Velie Farm, with a herd of 16 of 
which 11 were in milk, with an aver 
age of 972.2 Ibs. milk, 30.53 Ibs. fat

which the breeding animals are kept 
is of great importance; it should be 
so located that it will be protected 
from storms and bad weather. It 
should be dry, warm, well ventilated, 
roomy and should be convenient. It 
should be so arranged that there is 
plenty of sunlight. 


Young Breeding Animals 


The care of the young animals does 
not differ materially from that given 
the older ones; they will not suffer 
from the same irregularities that 
older animals do. They do require a 
different ration than do oider animals 


for they are growing; they will also 
take more exercise than older animals. 
The young animals should have a good 
growing ration but should not be kept 
too fat; a ration that is too rich in 
fat forming elements will decrease 
their size and may injure them for 
breeding purposes. 

In caring for young animals the fact 
should always be kept in mind that 
they are to be the future breeding 
herd. Healthy vigorous animals are 
desired and factors similar to those 
that the animal would enjoy in the 
natural state are to be desired as 
much as possible in our caring for 
them. The domestication of our ani- 
mals has brought about many changes 
in their habits that are very difficult 
to regulate; the question of housing 
and feeding are two of them. In their 
wild state there was no need of sani- 
tation and hygiene, while under do- 
mestication this is one of the most 
important factors that we have to 
contend with. The whole _ thought 
that we should have in mind in de- 
veloping young animals is the produc- 
tion of good strong vigorous bodies 
with which they will be able to do 
the work that is expected of then.

The Giltner Brothers, who have a 
thousand aeres in Kentucky, and are 
noted Hereford breeders, also have a 
good Holstein herd headed by the 
26.96-lb. bull, Pabst Pontiac Alvah, a 
double grandson of King Pontiac 
Champion. They do an extensive 
business in exporting, and ship both 
Herefords and Holsteins. One of their 
recent shipments consisted of forty 
head of registered Holsteins shipped 
to the Hawaiian Islands. These ani- 
mals were shipped by rail to San 
Francisco, and then loaded on the boat. 
Holsteins are great favorites with the 
Hawaiians, and many of the leading 
sugar growers are also keeping live- 
stock—both beef and dairy animals. 

Our first picture shows the animals 
assembled in the deck sheds prepara- 
tory to loading, and is self explana- 
tory. When everything is in readi- 
ness, the animals are led on board the 
boat and tied in stalls ranged around 
the upper deck, the heads of the ani- 
mals being toward the centre. They 
are placed just as close together as 
comfort permits. The idea of tying 
closely is to keep any of them from 
getting cross-wise. Even with the 
precautions taken, one will occasional- 
ly step over the back of the animal 
lying next to her. Because of this the 
animals are haltered and the ends of 
the halters tied in a figure 8 knot so 
that they can be quickly untied. When 
one animal steps over another, all that 
need be done is to untie both ropes, 
and tie them again. One favorite way 
of tying is to have a plank placed 
about three feet high in front of the 
animals and have holes bored through 
the plank so that the end of the rope 
can be easily passed through and then 
tied with the figure 8 knot. 

Before the animals are led into 
their stalls, if we may call them that, 
a good deep layer of bedding is placed 
in position. Very little bedding is 
added afterwards excepting refuse 
fodder which may be left by the ani- 
mals. Some of the boats have pres- 
sure systems and faucets placed at 
convenient places around the ship, 
but most of them have large hogs- 
heads or puncheons, and these are 


filled once or twice a day. The cattle 
attendants dip the water out and give 
the animals what is thought advisable. 
Usually grain is fed twice a day, hay 
twice a day and the animals watered 
once. Very little litter is allowed to 
accumulate in the alleyways. Good 
herd practise is followed and _ soon

after the animals have finished eating, 
the alleyways are swept and any sur- 
plus thrown back under them to make 
bedding. 

One of the real nice jobs about ship- 


ping cattle is watering the animals— 


when a storm is raging. The deck as- 
sumes every conceivable position, 
from horizontal to very near perpendi- 
cular; the water in the tubs flies every 
time the ship pitches despite the fact 
that there is sometimes a foot of float- 
ing hay on top to prevent such splash- 
ing; spray from the ocean flies from 
one side of the deck to the other, and 
a sea will be shipped that washes 
through the alleyways and the attend- 
ants jump on the feed troughs or any- 
thing convenient to avoid being 
drenched or knocked down. 


As a rule, the manure is not thrown 
overboard from the time the animals 
are loaded until they are unloaded. 
Every little while, day and night, 
somebody walks the rounds to see 
that ropes are not crossed or that one 
of the uneasy critters has not gotten 
loose. The cattlemen keep night

The first thing in the morning the 
animals are given a liberal feeding of 
hay, and then after breakfast any 
pitched out of the manager is forked 
in. After the animals have eaten what 
they require, the alleyways are clean- 
ed up and the animals are given grain. 
Watering is usually done some time 
during the forenoon, and spare time 
is occupied in getting hay and 
from the lower decks. The cattlemen 
take it easy during the middle of the 
day. In the afternoon grain is again 
fed, and some cattle bosses give their 
charges another watering. Hay is fed 
about 5 p. m., before supper, and after 
supper the fodder pitched into the 
alleways is forked back into the 
mangers, and the alleyways swept 
clean. 

When the other side is reached, it 
is a very easy thing to untie the ropes 
and lead, or drive, the animals ashore. 
Long chutes are built reaching from 
the deck onto the dock, and both load- 
ing and unloading are done more 
rapidly than anyone who has never 
seen this work performed would con- 
sider possible.

A new sport has appeared and has 
been duly noted. Heretofore, it has 
disguised itself as a business proposi- 
tion and appealed to many. It has been 
widely discussed and alas attempts 
have been made to exploit it. Now it 
comes with an added appeal—that of a 
game. What is its name? Official 
testing. Yes, official testing is truly a 
game, with its rules, officials and so 
on all clearly laid out. 

When the breeders, all ready con- 
verted to the advantages of official 
testing, can get into the game of it, 
half of the drudgery of the work will 
be gone. Like golf each one has to 
make his score alone but the satisfac- 
tion is just as keen. 

Again who knows what is in the 
stable or shall we say the deck. Maybe 
a Tillie Alcartra or Segis Pietertje 
Prospect. There is much more chance 
for such than in a game of cards, for 
you have chosen your cow both by 
appearance and ancestry and fitted 
her for the game. And the god of 
good luck can smile on you just the 
same, 

Can the spinning of the roulette 
wheel by a trickster as safely or as 
surely bring you fortune as the spin- 
ning of the Babcock tester with its 
precious samples by a man vouched 
for by both your state and the breed 
association? 

But the simile that strikes more 
closely still is that of a race. Who 
ean resist the appeal of watching the 
horses running around the _ track? 
Yet their fitting, breeding and selection 
require no greater care than that of 
a champion butter or milk producer. 

The cow or cows have been chosen, 
and fitted for the test. The time arrives 
when the owner and in our case it 
happens the caretaker as well an- 
nounces the safe grrival of the calf 
and the tester is sent for. He arrives. 
The preliminaries are taken and the 
race is on! 


The first day, 70 lbs. milk and nearly 
a four per cent test. Fine. Next da» 
the milk creeps up, also the interest. 
The tenth day arrives, she is giving 92 
lbs. of milk, testing a little over three 
per cent. Some race. _ Still the beets 
are chopped, even pared. One can 
afford to humor a Holstein like that. 
Still she gains. Even the children 
stand round till the bottles are read. 
(Just another idea as to how to keep 
them interested on the farm.) 


Over the 100 lbs. of milk per day and 
in fine running order. The neighbors 
are getting interested. The’ tester 
long ago fell into the spirit and wrote 
the state superintendent for state rec- 
ords. Joy! She has beaten them all 
for milk and going as steady as clock 
work Some cow! Let’s run her on 
semi-official. Needless to say all are 
willing. Did she make her 24 lbs. of 
fat? Not quite but over 96 lbs. for 30 
days. Wait till the year is out that is 
what counts and she is still doing 
proud. Say, we’re living. That makes 
a real race. 


Did you ever try it? If so, you know 
this is true and more. If not, then get 
in the game. It’s the little fellows 
like you and the “gude mon” who will 
be the big boys, bye and bye, if you 
keep on testing, weeding out and 
breeding for production. Every one 
must do their part to “let the Hol- 
stein light’ so shine, that all may see 
their good work and glorify the great- 
est benefactor of childhood”. 


Do you crave the excitement of the 
bleacher and grandstand. Make a 
record really worth while and M. H. 
Gardner will send out the announce- 
ment. Mr. Prescott will write it up.

Each child pays four cents per bot- 
tle if he can afford to, if not he re 
ceives a coupon book of tickets which 
entitle him to a bottle of milk anda 
cracker a day free of charge. So far 
splendid results have been achieved 
from the milk service. Circulars ex- 
plaining the necessity of drinking 
milk and the milk service itself are 
sent by the Red Cross to the parents 
by the children. During February
